In Eu 
rope there are 320,000,000, average 
100 to the mjuare mile, not so crowded, 
but everywlicre dc-n.se, and at all points 
over populattid. In Africa there are 210, 
000,1 lOO. Ill Aiiiericii, North and 
Soulh there are 110,000,000, relative- 
ly thinly scattered and recent. In the 
islands large and small, probuhly 10,- 
000,000. The extremes of the white 
and black are five to three; the remain- 
ing 700,000,000 intennodiato brown 
and tawny. Of the race 500,000,000 
are well clothed — that is, wear gar- 
ments of Home kind to cover their 
nakedness; 700,000,000 are semi- 
clolbed, covering inferior parts of the 
body; 260,000,000 are practically 
naked. Of the race 500,000,000 live in 
houses partly furnished wIlIi thfi ap- 
pointiuents of civilization; 700,000,000 
in huiH or caves with no furnishing; 
200,000,000 have nothing that can lie 
called a boiue, are barbarous and sav- 
aga The range is from the topmost 
round— the Anglo Sa.xon civilization, 
which is the highest known— down to 
naked savagery. The portion of the 
race lying lielow this line of human 
condition is at the very least three tiftba 
of the whole, or 900,000,000.-- Bostcm 
Transcr'pl.

LONDON SOCIALISTS. 

Defiance to the Authorities Spouted. 

London, Aug, 20.— A Socialist meet- 
ing, under the management of Mr. 
Hyndman and other chiefs, was held 
to-day in Trafalgar square. The object 
of the meeting was to obtain for the 
SooialietH tho privilege already tacitly 
grantetl to tlie Salvation Army, tem- 
oranco orators and othera of delivering 
addresses on the public streets. The 
great square was jiacked with dense 
masses of people. Speeches were made 
from four platforms. Niiinerous red 
flags were fioated, some of them sus- 
pendeil from tho big lion's head at tliti 
base of Nelson's raonuineut. An army 
of uniformed policemen, two thousand 
j strong, was in attendance, two hundred 
i of whom wore mounted. Hundreds of 
I police and detectivoa were scattered 
through the crowci in plain clothes, but 
' found no emidoyiuent, however, as tlit; 
ferviil oratory ouly moved the crowd 
to cheer and wave Lats and handker- 
I chiefs. 

Fifty thouBand Socialists, workmen 
I and idlers, met in Trafalgar squaro this 
I afternoon and adopteti"' resolutions de- 
) nouncing the tyranny of the police and 
' the action of the authoritioa in impri- 
' Boning the Socialise Williams. The 
' proceedings wore orderly. Every pre- 
I caution against a disturbance had been 
; taken by the police, 
i ,J.,oni)ON, Aug. .">1,-- At a .Socialist de- 
j monBtration yealerd'iy, a eabintainaker, 
Burrows, another of the li-aders of the 
l.onilon peoletarisil, |)aid his respei-t to 
Inspector-tioneral NS'arreii, and ainiil 
I shouts of enthusiasm and the waving 
\ of banners which his utterance elieted, 
denounced the "blood thieving capital 
\ ists and aristocrats." 'i'his sentiments 
j was received with treitiendoii.i cheering 
j and cries of "down with tlium." (Jhain- 
I ])ion'H speech was a forcible and re- 
I markably logical arraignment of the 
' capitalists an;l employers, but, like the 
other speakers, he prescribed no praoti- 
I cal remedy for the ills. All of the 
i speakers referred in strong terms of 
syinpalhy to the foi.vieted (yhicago .\n- 
I archists. Warren will receive his verti- 
i al report of the speiH'hes to-ilay, but 
' prosecution of the speakers for treason, 
I although it has been proposed, is doubt- 
ful. The teiuiier of the mob was sul- 
len and menacing throughout, and the 
jjolicenien, irritated by ilie. extr.i iluty 
which the Sunday intM'ting involved, 
were in no rumor for trilling. In view 
of this state of feeling it ih|regarded as 
marvelous that the meeting did not 
break up in riot.

If, however, his mission 
is to serve landlorils to collect rents, 
and assist at evictions, he must depend 
upon his own resources.

<|uu3tioii of liuiue rulu ia atill unauttled, 
tho record abroad ia equally uiisatiefac- 
tory. Tlmrt) ia tho Egyptian muddla, tho 
Canadian dshoriea question, tho atill un- 
detormiuod Afghan boundary difliculty; 
and now, aa if those woro not unough, 
llioro riaoH up a^'ain in tlie oaat in tarisi- 
l)lo foriii ihul wliieli haa fur 30 long osist- 
ud there as a din k shadow —tho probabili- 
ty of a disaatruua war between some of 
the Brat European powers. It is the old 
atory over again — Ruasian grond for ter - 
ritory. Thu aaine spirit of enoroaofament 
that precipiuited tho Crimean war is aa 
oharr.clori.tiie of the preneiit c/:ir aa uf liia 
gi innlfiiduT ; and Itu'-iiian diplomacy, 
Kiisaiaii giiul ;ui .1 Uuasiaii ajj-enta havo 
bi)on uiniwur\ in^ly devoted to one end — 
tho eiibjugalidu of 'J'lirkey ond the oxton- 
ainn uf the Ruisiau empire weatward to 
India. The latest intrigue of Ruaaia has 
shown itHfclf in tho enforced abdicntion of 
Prince .\ U'-\ aniliT I'.ulgaria. JCvor fo- 
menting; t ho. aiods uf dirtcuntont and re- 
volt in (hu eui-.iiraiu ]ir.ivincoa to further 
harrasa the "iho Bick man," as Turkey hue 
bean called, ILuaaia aaw in what 
proiiiiiK il to bo tho pupnlar rule of Princo 
Alexanck'r a pt.su-u I'ul ri'ijiiiii' by one vvhoiiu 
]jrooliviur.-( ah.i aiippoHoii were not too 
favorable to luTsidf. The bloodleaa ii/n/i 
d'i:tut by whic'ii the prince waa depuaed 
iiaving apparently failed, Ruaaia, deter- 
mined not to be defeated in her object, 
aignilied lo the prince that ho would have 
to abdicate I he throne — and ex|ire93cd this 
deairo in thi! l.icu of the (iernnm enippr- 
or'a dtl'iir of modmtion ^-hereby the prince 
could be re- insLated. This cannot be 
taken as anything but a direct affront to 
Germany; and if, aa ia stated, Russia in- 
tends to occupy Bulgaria, tho action may 
be provocative of a ini<;hty struggle in 
which the czar in.iy find hmiaolf cppoood 
to forces which melude among thorn those 
of Germany, Austria and poaaibly of Eng- 
land. The pieaoiit liritiah cabinet ia no- 
toriously of a more warlike construction 
tluin its predecessor, and more determined 
to maintain the prestige of British arina 
abroad. The stealthy advances of Russia 
in A fghaniatan, her steady preparations 
for war — tho building of radw.iya and 
pualiiii!4 of troops lowarda and even be- 
yond hur aouth-casteru frontier, while at 
the saino time exciting dis.ienaion in Euro- 
pean Turkey, all indicate tho imininence 
of a war that conaumtnato political 
tinease and careful diplomacy will bo un- 
able to much loiiyor avert. Tha vast 
Btanding urmie.i of Europe, \>hile a heavy 
tax upon tho prosperity uf the 
nations, are also a constant men- 
ace to the permanency of a peace 
that more nenrly reiiomhles an armed 
truce. The ruler of ilio iiioat military 
nation in tho world — tho liinperor Wil- 
liam, while keeping up audi a strong and 
efficient army, lias alwuya manifested for 
peace a desire whose cunsiatoncy haa 
been an indication of its earneatnoss. 
Yet in times of peace ho has [iropared 
for war so wi 11 :ii lu nceil fear no foe, and 
the heiililiy rc;i[ject liiat haa alwaya been 
extended to Cieruiany by Uuaaia haa been 
proof of this. When, however, the czar 
is Bouii doLiherately disregarding the 
wishes of tiorinany on a question upon 
which she has a right to be heard it would 
seem to show that the former haa either 
become recklc:'a of the goodwill of .such 
a poweiful iRii^h'.i' r, or u. bint up(Mi pro- 
cipitalnig a struggle; for v. hich who may 
deem herself prepared. 'I'hia maj' uppear 
u somewhat extreme view l(j take of buch 
an event aa the compulsory abdication id 
tho prince of a petty atate, but tho action 
has to be taken ni conjunction with Uue- 
aia's general altitude, and the pTep.ira- 
tioii.4 now being maili! by her liiat will 
bear only a single iuterpretati in. One 
does not need to be an alarmiat to look 
upon the present situation of affairs in 
Southern Europe as the beginning of thu 
ond.

'I'liu iiBM:inbly then 
incliiiiiMi 111 i lie e ft iiiial e.-i for 1855 0, un- 
do r tl.c lii'aiii ^ f "The Ijegialalive As- 
Membly'ii IlIiI a 1.1 iBhiiieiit , " an item of £7,- 
000 for the paymaiit of the expeneeii of 
mutnberu. The council, atill delorniiiiud 
to have itH w«y, amended the appropria- 
tion hill by Alnkinv out the item for ill 
000, and retiinuit it, no amended, to thu 
legidlative aHueinbly. Thu latter declared 
this Bctiuu ultra virex of tho council, and 
after anmo dmuusiiiun, it was reaolved to 
invite the ciiuiieil to concur in the ap- 
poiiitniriit .if a jiiini c'lmmi.s.iion of both 
houaea to ei louder the piililie liuaincHs in 
oonaeipience of no seiipliis having been 
grunted to .ner inajeaty for tile ceivieeH cif 
the current tinunciai yuar.

I inmiediately went to see the doctor at 
hia office, but could not hiid him. ■ 1 then 
wrote a note to Mrs. Reed explaining 
what conversation had taken place between 
Dr. Trew and myself relating to the medi- 
cine. 

When I\[r. Roed got my note, he cume 
to see ino, stating that the hrat dose had 
sunt Jlra, Reed into convulsiuna, and 
otherwisu caused her to show aigua of dis- 
tress. I assured him there wua nothing 
poisonous in the mixture, and advised 
him to take it back and give in smaller 
doaus largely diluted with water, which he 
did with tho sanction of Dr. Trow (so iMr. 
Rt'od told me). 

Blra. Roed, I boliov», died the tolluwing 
Thursday, suvon days from tho day the 
dose alluded to was taken. I have shown 
tho prescription to several doctors und 
druggists, all of whom nfErm that tho 
mixture contains no poison, although not 
u nicu dose to take.

THE CASE AGAlNST T^l llO. 

She is Committed to Stand Her 
Trial at tlic nexc Assixes. 



The case against Tni Ho, the cruel har- 
lot, who was arrested on Friday evening, 
amd of whose proceedings tho public has 
been fully informed . through tlioao 
columns, came up for hearing in tho police 
court yasterday. The charge was one of 
keeping a house of prostitutiun,, but was al- 
lowed to stand until a second charge, 
that of crueltj' to the little girl who has 
boon rescued from her clutches, was 
brought up. 

J\Ir. Vrnm.mui acted aa inter- 
preter. The evidence was as follows : 
Ollicor Sheppard stated, that on Friday 
night last at 9 o'clock he went, in com- 
pany with Supt. Bloomfield andotl^er olli- 
oers, to prisoner's place at Bull's Run, oil' 
Cormorant street. When ho entered, tho 
child now in court, was crying bitterly, 
and tho prisoner talking to and fondling 
her. tie noticed that the child's left arm 
was lacerated, and that the right arm liud 
been broken and improperly set. 

In reply to the superintendent, the 
prisoner had said that the child had fallen 
down and broken her arm. Tho house is 
an out--jf-the- way place, and ia known to 
the police as a house of prostitution — thu 
prisoner being the occupant or keeper. 
Uu thought the child was not twelve 
years of ago. 

Dr. Milne deposed that ho e.vntniiied 
tho girl on Saturday and again on Sun- 
day. He judged her to bo 1- or 111 yoars 
of ago. Saw that tho right arm had boon 
fractured, but not recently ; luid been bail- 
ly set or nut act at all, aa tho bone.4 wore 
overlapping. On tho right shoulder tlioro 
was considerable discoloration uf the skin, 
and on the left shoulder blade there were 
several contusions and abrasions of thu 
akin, also throe contused wounds aa if 
dune by a blunt instriinieiit. Alio a se- 
vere coiUusion on thu loft aide behind, 
over the lentil or olevontli rib; tho akin 
was also discolored, and there was con - 
siderablo swelling. The skin was very 
tonder to the touch, 'fho latter contusion 
had been made within forty-eight hours 
of tho oxaminatiun. Tho left arm no.ir 
tho sliouldor, and iu tho arm pit, bohiiul, 
is deeply discolored, and several of the 
wounds extend down as far aa tho wrist. 
Those wounds were about an inch in si/.o, 
and are rough and ulcerating, and appear 
aa though done by a rough instrument 
Observed on the aamo arm several cim 
trices of old wnoiida and iilsn on the loft 
side. The lega from the thighs down aro 
discolored iu patches, and aro very much 
marked about the knees; the left leg was 
considerably swollen from thu kuoo lo ilie 
ankle. Tho child was very dirty and the 
cicatrices boro evidence of having Deou 
burned into the skin. 

Tho child lioraulf was then put upun the 
stand, and after a crowd of hiyhbindera 
had been dismissed from the court, talked 
quite freely. She said that the prisoner 
was no relation and had bought her about 
two yeara ago in China and alio had been in 
this country about two yearj. Tlie [iria- 
oner brought her from China and dicl not 
give her much to eat: tho prisoner Im her 
with a piece of wood and broke her arm 
and let her get well without asaisting liur 
or getting hur arm siitj tho bruises were 
caused by beating and the burns were 
ciii.ied by the woman rolling up 
lighted pa[)er and liolding it to her arm : 
tho bruises on lior arm wore caused by 
tho boating with tiro- wood ; she received a 
beating almest every night; when tho 
police visited the house ou Friday night 
the woman told her to say her wounds 
were caused by falling. She stated that 
she was working for tho prisoner ami wa.i 
bought for that purpose. Tlio witness 
asked Mr. Vrooman wliother she would 
bo returned to the priaonur and stated 
that tho prisoner paid jilOli for hor. 

To Supt. Bloomfiold — 1 was als'i beaten 
by a man who cumu to tho house, becau.ie 
1 was not willing. Tai Ho was not in the 
room at tho time: I did not tell her be- 
cause I waa afraid ahe would acold mo. 

A Chinaman, w o lives iioxt do( r, cor 
roborated the evidence of tho girl, and 
testified that he had ofton heard the girl 
screaming in the middle of the night, mid 
saw tho prisoner striking her with a 
bruonialick. 

Tho priaiuior said tho child was lior 
own and waa born when ahe (pria Mier) 
was '2'2 years of age. I he Chinoso witnots 
wanted to make her his wife. 

His honor said he had no hesitation in 
committing tha prisoner to stand hor trial 
at the next assizes.

DoNAi n, M C, Sept. I?. 
The east bmind paa:;oiij;or train luavoa 
Rovelatoke a little after niiio o'clock. A 
change of onginea hein;: made we almost 
iinmedialoly cnmineiice iho ascent of tho 
mountains, running along and over thu 
turbulent Illecille-waite, which stream ia 
bridged thirteen times between Ruvel- 
stoko and the (Jlacior, tho headwaters of 
the HWift running mountain torrent . Be- 
tween Ihoau two points the lino passes 
through a series uf magnilicent scenery, 
obscured to-day by smoke and mist, and 
wo can but dimly form an idea of its 
grand character. After leaving lUecille- 
waite station, liOu miles from Port Moody, 
tho hrat allow alietla aro met with. These 
are being made of a very aubatuntial char- 
actor, buing cuiupi'sod oi heavy timbers 
cribbed to the bank, tho cribs being filled 
with atones, making the structure strong 
enough to wiilutand almost any pressure. 
Some of 1 he aheda are wooden tunnels, 
with roofs ainpiiig each aide, whilo tho 
majority aro Imilt .-igainst tho inouiitaiii- 
aido the he;ivy rouliiig being aloped to iho 
same degrou aa tho hiilsido. By doing 
this it is thought that any slide that may 
occur will pass dvor and into tho valley. 
Nearly llio wliule liiui of iho railway to 
this jioiiil IS aeie lull w^ il.. KiiL;era paas, 
in winch llie SHOW aheil.-i .oe built, la nar- 
row, anil ttie rav.ige.-i ol tho snow ava- 
laiichoa aro oaaiiy recogni/..nl, for wher- 
ever they have occurred they have cut a 
clean pathway from the summit to the 
valley through tho timber, tho snow and 
rock aweoping willi reaistlesa force ovory- 
thint; in its couiso. Tho older slides aro 
coverotl with a growth of green ahrubs, 
and cover up the liesi riiei ion which is ap- 
parent in thu jiathw.iy id ihuae of recent 
occurrence The l< ni:oat aiiow shed is 
that above Olaoier siainoi, it buing ;!,700 
in leiiglli, tho olhois v iryiii;^ from 500 to 
1 ,r>U(-) feel . -All army of Turkmen aro oii- 
ga;;cil 111 I'eiliiig out llmbera, working 
tlioni up and pl.iciiig them in po.sitlon, al- 
tering the lint in [dacei lo render it more 
secure. Some .",,"iO0 men are thus ein- 
plcpyed boiweon llevelaloko and Donald, 
and aro doing good work. Mr. Armstrong, 
chief eiiginuer In charge of work between 
.Sickamooao Narrows and 1) iiiilil, expects 
to have all the snow aheds eoiniiloted by 
the 1st of Doceinber. Tiii> l.isk is a her- 
culean one, but with tho foreo on hand 
and the energy that ia being disiilayed, 
it will no doubt be accomplished, and thus 
secure uninterrupted tratfic during the 
winter months. Shortly before reaching 
tlio Glacier hotel we pas-) over one of the 
greate.it feats of nice cii.;iiieering work — 
that inece of llic road known as "tho i 
loop." As soon as tho train starts on it 
the passengur cm see ab.iva him the two 
other lines of road that he will pass over. 
The two firal form ''the loop," the second 
track passing above "t^.er at a 

di'Jlaiice of I'J.'i feel, 'j'o accomplish 
a dial iiico o; two iuiUm llie train 
has to travol seven. Un the third 
track the tirst bridge crossed can be seen 
far below in a lovely valley of fir and 
pino trees. Wo wind around thi; pass 
uiilil we reach "(ho Glacier," a in laa of 
ice -4,0110 loot lu:;li, and at whiidi point 
ihe railrtay 'live iie.irly coin[,le.ted a 
haiulsuiue hotel.

.\lter liaving ihis tw i iiiilea bring us to 
ihe Huniiiiit of the .S. lkirkd, wlieio tho 
greater number uf men are lit work in 
im|iroving the lino r.ntl building sinuv- 
ahedb. I p to tins point it has ijeen hard 
work to get up hili, the gradu being 110 
feet to the mile, We now begin tu 
deflcond, and it is harder work for the 
eiigmein' lo keep Mo- I rain in check, but 
th.i lover was iii tho Ii.uoIh , f Kiigineor 
Inco, who took llie lirat irain lo tho Coast 
with the spiK ' diiviu!^ pi""'.V on iiuard, 
and he holds the lifty-nm engine and long 
train as steady as could bu desired. Tho 
train watt iu charge of Conductor Ed. 
Newman, who has been nt the front since 
tho rails started from Portage la I'rairio, 
Mail. , up to thoir connection al Oraigel- 
l.iohie. III November last. Il might be 
appropriate here tu reunrk that we had a 
large passenger list, travel buiiig on tho 
iiicrcaHO eiial and west, and all speak of 
the exceiiliiiiial courtesy to be met with 
from the coin|>,iny's employ ei. It has 
been the ellorl of the c: unjauy to secure 
trusty and iruo nun to handle their pas- 
senger trains, and ihey have been success- 
ful. 

Shortly after leavinii; the summit we 
Htiiko Iho io aihpniriers of thu Beaver, 
luii.i 11 e.iiil, iiiii iiiey Join the Cidum- 
lii" ru t'r lien i li.-y ii e carried west- 
ward, riie liin! thiooghoiii (he .Solkirks 
passes Ihrougl: a very liitercating coun- 
try, iiol one i.f agriculture, for the paaaea 
are narrow, and all heavily timbered. 
Ocdar and A'liito pino arc in abundance, 
:uid should (Ml be c nverled into lum- 
ber. A geiiilemaii ulio haa e.il iiiial od 
.itvtestha', liiniber cm bu luruisheil in 
(Jalgaiy al prices that would shut out all 
oaatern coiniietiiioii. .Vt Heaver station, 
situated in a wide v dley, we again meet 
the Columbia r,vt<r, an insignilicanl 
stream now compared to Us proportions at 
Kinelsiuko. Precisely on i iiiie we reach 
Donald, the end of thu I'.icilic diviaion, 
and the tirst crossing uf the Cidumbiu. 
Tho present town is situated on the lower 
bench of a valley hotwoen two ranges of 
moil 11 (a ins, t lo n ver rii lining at the Siiiith- 
orn end. The kii iii oi 1 1 a and sides of Ihe 
inigiily lulls are covered with aiiow, 
luiil w I. le aiiminor is aliU in the valley 
I he iiills wear a cold wintry appearance. 
The uasturn view is that of a gigantic, 
rugged peak, beyond il being one covered 
with snow far down its side, making a 
grand and beautiful piclure. Tho comp;iiiy 
are building a 1"..' ii! ill ruu.'id houae, ina- 
chino and carpouler siiopa lor repairing 
cars, A handsome wooden dep.il, wiih 
diniug-room, has juit been completed, 
whilo a largo throe-atory hotel and eight 
substantial residences aro under cm me of 
conptruction, tho latter for llio ciiuipany's 
olliciirM. The half of tliu boncli ia occu- 
|)iod l.iy iiuverul luilca of siiluiga and tho ■ 
various workshops. On tho upiior bench 
at the eastern end uf the town are the 
provincial buildings, the residence of Mr. 
VowoU, guvoriiiiioiil agent, charmingly'' 
ailmitnd on Iho river side, the company's 
boarding liouao, utc. , and tho lor.ts of tho 
mounted police. The court house and 
gaol are in a log building, tho cello and 
gaol yard being strongly built, the lai,'i,or 
fenced with long- pino saplings, driven 
four feet into tho ground. It ia on tho 
bench that tho town will probably be laid 
out by the IJoniiiiion government, they 
having bo far refused to cede the land to 
tb« 0. P. R. 



During coiutruction work Donald waa a 
lively point, and al the present time is 
not devoid uf a certain amount of energy. 
Tho businoas strnet is at the western end, 
facing the railway track and backing on 
the river, and ia principally a collection of 
saloons, gambling houses and brothels, 
interspersed being some excellent general 
stores, among which are W. H. Lilly, J. 
P., ¥1. (i. Jlanuol, Mr. I'resawell, tlio 
popular postmaster, J. C. Stceii, and ouo 
or two others. Those stores have follow- 
ed up the track from Calgary, uiid import 
principally from the east. Iu fact they 
have not been visited by Victoria com- 
mercial mon. Six members of the mount- 
ed police are stationed here, looking nny 
in their scarlet ooats and corduroy riding 
pants. 

.ludgo Vowell, govornmont agent, sti- 
pendiary mugietrate, gold commissioner, 
and with as many other posts as would 
overwhelm Ko-Ko, lord-high every thing 
in tho Mikado, returned yesterday to 
Donald, which is tho headquarters for 
otHoial busineaa. From the aiuinint of 
territory ho haa charge of, the character 
of many uf its rosidenls, his lot is not a 
happy or an easy onu, but with tlio 
energy characteristic of him, he travels 
from one end to tho other of his large 
district, dealing out justice, adjusting 
mining claims and attondiiig lo his many 
duties. Thu collection for provincial 
revenue, taxes, saloon and business 
licenses, has been very good, and will 
total a handsome sum. SliuriH' Redgrave, 
his younger sun, and another, form the 
provincial polieu, and look wuU after tho 
obsorvaiico of law and order. 

.-Vlthough there i.s little distiirbauco of 
the peace, ' "at udhorae ' is [ilayed in nearly 
all tiioaaluons, while hilarious daiicea aro 
held in the evening in some of Ihein, at 
which the demi muiuU of the place mya- 
toriously participate, the closing scenes of 
which are generally of a pugilistic char 
actor. 

Vt'hilothis ii the case, the religious por- 
tion uf the community, consisting of 
many good people connected with thu 
railway service, is carefully looked after 
by Episcopal and Prosbytorian pastors, 
services being hold iu the courthouse and 
in the dining hall of theatation. 

Sir Donald A. .Smith, when here tho 
other day, pruseiited 5;I,;"i0U towards the 
erection of a cliurcii, which will be 
once erected. Tho generous doiialiun was 
no doubt made to this particular point ou 
account of it having been named after 
Sir Donald. 

A number of railway einplujjs and 
families will ho atalioiied hero as soon as 
the houses are linishod, and it will bu 
noceaeary for the government to urect a 
schoolhouso. In fact, there aro now 
more than the requisite number of chil- 
dren, and an objection is being made by 
families coming that tliore ia not a school 
hero. Though uuainesa ia now struggling 
at Donald, as soon as railway coustruc- 
lion ia stopped in the mountains, moat of 
tho large number of mon intend winter- 
ing at Donald, which will be a lively spot 
during the winter months, and will un- 
doubtedly require all the care that can 
bo bestowed upon it. However, it is not 
thought that the task will bo too great 
for the oflicors at present atationed here. 

Yesterday a large passenger train left 
the depot in charge of two engines. 
General Sherman's party. Sir Donald 
A. Smith and party, and Mr. R. B. 
Angus' party being in the two private 
cara. Mr. .\ikoii, artist, and wife ro- 
mained at Donald, for tho purpose 
of sketching, and the weather seems to be 
specially favorable to this object, the 
heavy rain of yasterday clearing the at- 
musphore so that to day tho scenery is in 
its best droBH. 

G B. Wright and Capt. Aiiiaworth also 
got off at this point, and with J. McH. 
Smith, are inepuctiiig some quartz ininoa 
iu the vicinity. | 

As before stated Donald is (he eastern 
end of the Pacific division, under the gen- { 
oral auporintendence of Mr. H. .-Xbbott, i 
and tho western end of the westoru divia- 
ion lately under the general auijeriutoiid- 
once of iMr. .1. M. Kgaii, Winnipeg. iMr. I 
jMarpolu 18 the divisional superiutondont | 
from Kauiliiopj to Donald, with head- 
quarters at Donald. Although there is 
but the daily paasonger traina and an oc- 
oaaienal freight, there is a groat deal of 
work on the diviaiun con ,e<|iient upon thu 
Ijre.'sonce of ho many ivorkiiig traina in tho 
mountains. When tho uompany's improve- 
ments at this point are complete its sor- 
vanli will bo comfortably housed, and 
there is no reason why time should not 
pass agreeably.

Tlin moat 
gloomy apprelienaiona are entertained 
liy the stockmen of Eastern Montana 
and tho Yellowstone country iu regard 
to tho coining winter. There is for a 
certainty not enough feed to* support 
the cattle, and in many districts it is 
.said thoy will be almost o.xteraiinated. 
Beuf is now discouraging ly low and will 
go still lower because owners will ship 
everything [lossible before winter. 

Soinn of ihe great companies are 
looking towards our already over- 
orowdod ranges with covetous oyea. 
The Bay Stalei Caitlo Uonipaiiy of Wy- 
oming, owning 75,000 head, have 12,-

A Naiilcii conTHpoiuIout yivea tbo 
following aocouut of the daily life of 
the Popo: Tho Popo, now seventy- 
eight) years of age, leads a very regular 
life, and is in a fair condition of health. 
At G A. M, hu celebrates tama in hia 
jji-ivate cliapol. At 7 lie takes break- 
fast, consisting of eliocolato and milk, 
with Honietimca raw eggs beaten ui). 
Immediately afterwards ho receives 
tho visites of his court, and Cardinal 
Jacobini reports what has occurred in 
the world, anil gives liiin an a( count of 
tho letters recuivcil on l'aj)al biisinoss. 
Beiiidea these olbcial letters, otliera ar- 
rive in great numbers from all jiarts 
of tho world, moat of them being from 
priests, missionaries, monks and nuns, 
while others contain , sums of money 
from penitents, and many are petitions 
for a blessing, pecuniary aid, or advice. 
Afier theH(! letters in all languages 
have been translated, and their con- 
tents briefly reported to the Pope, 
they are placed in the Papal archives. 
Hundreds of telegrams also arrive aach 
day, tho greater part asking for the 
benediction in iirlicido inurtis, which 
naturally often reaches its destination 
after the |)etitioner is already dead 
Kor its telegraphic correspondence the 
Vatican makes use of a numeral cy- 
I)lier. The greater part of tho morning 
is thus passed in business. At 1 o'clock 
till' I'ope ilines, and afterwartla retires 
to bis privati' room until tb" heat of 
the ihiy is [ias(. At (> i'. m. he repairs 
to the N'utican garden where his car- 
riage awaits him. At the prettiest spot 
in this garden there has lately been 
erected an elegant kioscjue in Eastern 
style, and there the Pope remains for 
some tiinr, taking cotUiO and other re- 
fresiinuuits, aiul surrounded by his 
inliiiiate t'rioiuls. The convm-sation 
runs on the lo]iics of the day, anil 
the articles conceining the Pope or 
Papal politics that appear in tho 
Italian or foreign journals. Precisely 
at .sunset tiie party breaks up, and 
the Pope returnt-s to tho palace, his 
jihysieiana liaviiig ailvised him never 
to remain out of doors after sunset on 
account of the malaria which prevails 
in the valley below iMonte Mario. At 
about 9 a'clock, after jiraying on bis 
knees for half an hour, his Holiness 
retires to bed.

San Francisco is ahead on local 
statuary. Our city is largely decorated 
with uuii)ue sculpture. The Golden 
Gate Park boasts the possession of a 
statue of the late Cartield worthy of 
the Bugi,'estiuii of his assassin, Guiteau. 
Tho deceased President stands bare 
headed in u niislit ^"Prince Albert" 
coat inspecting a mammoth Columbia, 
who in turn inspects the namos in- 
scribed on Chris.

The composition of the group would be 
admirable if (Joluniljia had more to sit 
upon or li'ris fi.iiidaiuental proportion. 
The pedestal suggests the idea that the 
BUuHcriptioii list played O'jst too [irenui- 
turely.
